ON BIRTH CONTROL 


Prof. A. B. Wolfe of Ohio State uni- 
versity declared that the danger of 
overpopulation is a present threat and 
not a theory, and argued for birth 
control. 

“We are caught on the horns of a 
dilermnma,”’ he said. “If we do not 
breed like rats, regardless of @conomic 
consequences, we shall be in danger 
of attack by other and envious na- 
tions. And if we do so breed we shall 
reach the subsistence level, in which 
death will reap a fat harvest without 
any foreign assistance. 

“There are powerful influences tend- 
ing to perpetuate the dangerous rate 
of increase—influences such as eccle- 
siastical policy, commercial avarice, 
and militaristic fllusion. There are 
equally powerful influences which will 
retard population growth. 

“The whole movement for a real 
democracy, the modern woman move- 
ment, the universal demand for a more 
worthy standard of living, the growth 
of rationalism and of individualism— 
forces almost unknown to Malthus be- 
cause barely started in his time—are 
factors which no serious- student of 
the problem may overlook. 


Women Take a Hand. 


“There is abundant indication that 
women are taking a hand in the deter- 
mination of their own population pol- 
icy. The question is whether this har- 
mony of individual’ and sacial inter- 
ests will be allowed to express itself 
freely soon enough to avoid' the un- 
pleasantness which tables of popula- 
tion increase, crop yields, and reserve 
resources indicate to be lurking just 
under the horizon.” 

Prof. Don D. Lescohier of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin said that prob- 
ably in the not distant future the 
world will be faced by the problems on 
which Malthus dwelt—pressure of 
population on food supply. 

“There were about 850,000,000 peo- 
ple in the world in 1800,”’ he said, “‘ and 
twice that many in 1900. It took man- 
kind half a million years to produce 
the first 850,000,000 living human be- 
ings, and then but a century to double 
their numbers. 

Posterity to Face H. C. L. 

“We should frankly face the fact 
that we are working under conditions 
of minimum costs in food production; 
that our descendants must work un- 
der conditions of increased difficulty. 
It is probable that future generations 
will be able to produce all the food 
they need, if they can pay the price. 
Assuming an American standard of 
living and assuming that our agrt- 
cultural output per acre was increased 
25 per cent, our saturation population 
would fall far below 300,000,000.” 

Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statistician of 
the Metr«politan Life Insurance com- 
pany aii president of the American 
Statistical association, at the night 
meeting said the hope of the world 
rests upon a successful solution of the 
populaticn question. He took a shot 
at the birth contr sl idea and said as 
affairs stand we are moving towards 
a stationary population mueh sooner 
than the forecasters have imagined. 

Birth Control Old Stuff. 

“Those who have been most dis- 

tressed, he said, “by the rapid in-

“For the im: | 
mediate future our resources are euffi- | 
cient to support an increasing popula- | 
tion ata rising standard of living. But 
they are not sufficient to support our 
present population permanently at | 
even present standards, unless possibly 
science should discover some new 
source of energy not now available 
to us.” 

Dr. Tryon was not sanguine about 
new sources of energy. He spoke of 
harnessing the sunlight. the tides, and 
the winds, and utilizing the power 
locked up in the atom. 

“Barring some revolutionary dis- 
covery of science that will free men 
from dependence on fuel and water- 
power,” he said, “the population of 
the United States has already grown 
beyond the point that can be perman- 
ently supported on this continent at 
our present standards of living. The 
conclusion contains less of pessimism 
than of prudence.”

Wild Ride Through Jungle. 


“Up and up and up we went. It 
seemed as though we must be ascend- 
ing Pike’s Peak or Mount Everest. Oc- 
casionally I saw two balls of fire gieam- 
ing through the trees, and knew that 
it must be some wild animal. Finally 
we came to the top of the mountain 
range and started to coast down the 
other side. And didn’t we coast? I'l 
say we did! If we were making a fnile 
an hour we were doing between forty 
and fifty. Sometimes we would buzz 
around a corner on two wheels. If 
{ had had a stick of dynamite I cer- 
tainly would have put it under that 
Annamite, and then driven the rest 
of the way myself. 

“Suddenly the bumping ceased. I 
felt as though I were riding in an 
airplane again. And sure enough, we 
had left the ground and taken off ‘nto 
the air, because a moment later 
we crashed into some trees. Mr. An- 
namite had whizzed right off the road 
into the jungle. It took us thirty min- 
utes to disentangle the truck from the 
underbrush and get it back on the 
road.

THE RULE OF THE NAGGING 
+ WIFE. 


Just at Christmas THs TRIBUNE received a let- 
ter, published in the Voice of the People Saturday, 
from “one who admires you not at alL” We are 
sorry that in printing it the name of the writer 
was not given. She was Mrs. H. T. Wilson of 
Monticello, Ind. She sent us a few roses from the 
Christmas garden, advising us never to let our 
cartoonists go because they along saved the circu- 
lation from the damage of the editorials. 

“TI always imagine you fat, uncouth, with feet 
on table, smoking like mad,” our correspondent 
wrote. “Why? Because of your editorials.” 

Grant it. We are fat, uncouth, have our feet 
on the table, and smoke all the time—cigarets, 
pipe, and cigars, so as not to miss anything. Why 
omit chewing tobacco? It happens not—but add 
this grace to the other virtues. Then what of it? 
This of it, that such a person is to have laws 
made to regulate his habits. He must not be fat 
because the lady in Monticello dogs not like a fat 
person. If he is uncouth he should be run in by 
the nearest cop. He is not to put his feet on his 
desk because the lady in Monticello does not want 
him to put his feet on his desk, and of course she 
does not want him to smoke. 

“Your Volstead editorials,”’ quoting the letter, 
“made me think that you were brought up in a 
low beer drinking family of some non-American 
origin, but the retort to Hoover on jazz changes 
it to a central African noncivilized environment.” 

That is not half of it. A stein of Munchener is 
only a memory; but that memory is pleasant, al- 
though once in a while it almost breaks our heart. 
The Munchener is out. The last time any one 
gave us anything said to be beer some one had 
shot it with ether. There is, of course, plenty of 
Scotch, but ft is going strong, although not since 
1824. They call other things gin and bourbon, 
and no one need to lament the lack of quantity. 

Before low beer drinking families came to the 
United States the favorite tipple of the American 
was red liquor. In these parts it was in barrels 
in the back of the grocery store and the customer 
drew his own tin cup full, usually beginning be- 
fore breakfast and taking a pint as a nightcap 
after he had wound the clock. 

We do not know 46Xactly what non-American 
stock is. Anything other than Red Indian? Prob. 
ab'y anything other than English stock, liquor and 
ale drinkers now as always. The American whisky 
drinker was of this stock. The beer drinkers modi- 
fied his habits a little. But jazz makes the lady in 
Monticello think that this department was not 
raised in the low beer drinking family but is 
negroid. 

Young péople want to dance. Jazz is what they 
want now. Some day they may go back to the 
Blue Danube. A fat, uncouth person could dance 
to neither a waltz nor a jazz fox trot, preferring to 
keep his feet on his desk and smoke; but if the 
young people want to jazz he is willing they 
should. That must indicate disreputability. If 
the radio brings the jazz into the house the young 
peop'e may dance at home. The inference is that 
this should be stopped. They would have a good 
time, but the new American code of morals is that 
a@ person who does not want to do a thing should 
be a good citizen and stop other people from 
doing it. 

This isn't half the catalogue of our errors. We 
have gone to horse racing in the old days when 

‘there was racing at the Washington Park track. 


We even went out to Hawthorne this year and, 


worse, traveled down to Kentucky to see the Derby, 
and, worse still, lost money on it. 

We've gone to prize fights. Don’t care much 
about them now, and, not finding a law compelling 
us to see one, hnve avoided a number of them; 
but we have seen Dempsey in action, saw him go 
out of the ring and land in the typewriters or 
whatever it was Firpo knocked him into. We 
have seen prize fight pictures here in Chicago. It 
was against the law to bring them in, but they 
got in. It wasn’t against the law to show them. 
Things are always getting in. 

All these things are objectionable to the officia] 
moral code of the United States. The dry en- 
forcement wants $11,000,000 to make Volstead stick 
next year. That will bring the total for prohibi-

Our reformers fail to comprehend the nature of 
the opposition to constitutional prohibition, to gov- 
ernment restrictions and regulations, and they re- 
veal their fault every time they connect the revolt 
against social dictatorship with the red nosed bum 
of the old saloons. In that quarter there is no op 
position that counts, but there is opposition among 
reputable, intelligent Americans who know that 
constitutional prohibition shattered principies of 
right government and individual freedom under 
governmefit. Individual freedom cannot be given 
the bum’s rush. It is not a bleary-eyed soak. It 
‘is the right of a free people and it cannot be taken 
‘away from them without doing more damage than 
intemperate drinking was doing. 

The United States government, in trying to fix 
a rule of conduct which is not respected where 
it is not the private rule of the individual, has 
proceeded from one violation of rights to another. 
It uses the injunction to deny trial by jury. It 
permits double jeopardy. Its officials invade homes. 
Corruption and violence go hand in hand with at- 
tempts at enforcement, and respect for law has 
diminished or broken down because law has gone 
into a field where many Americans think it cannot 
be respected. All these are serious damages, but 
they were to be expected when the attempt was to 
supplant the constitutional rights of America with 
the rule of the nagging wife.

GERMANY, ARMED OR 
DISARMED? 


The demand of the German government for 
specifications of the charzes that it has failed to 


keep its obligations under the Versailles treaty 
as to disarmament will appeal to the American 
public as reasonab'e. There is no reason, so far 
as we can see, why it should not be cbmplied with 
and without undue celay. 

A part of the French press has been giving cur- 
rency to reports of elaborate arms caches and 
secret preparations on a large scale, but these 
reports may very well have ulterior political mo- 
tives and have not been taken very seriously on 
this side. From the defeat of the German army 
a strong party in France have made no conceal- 
ment of their hopes of permanent occupation of 
the Rhine frontier, and as the period of with- 
drawal from the bridgeheads has neared its close 
the reports of Germen secret armament have mul- 
tiplied. ‘Meantime wwe have the charge made as a 
justification of the retention of the Cologne bridge- 
head and a postponement of the French with- 
drawal from the Ruhr is clearly foreshadowed. 


Our special interest is in the effect this course 
of action may have upon the Dawes reparation 
plan, which presupposed as early as possible a 
relaxation of military intervention in Germany. 
If the Dawes plan goes on the rocks the hope of 
an early stabilization and restoration of our Euro- 
pean markets will go glimmering, and it might be 
wise to suggest tha‘ if the situation is as ominous 
as the tales’ of German duplicity and military 
preparation would indicate the continent of 
Europe is a poor piace to serd American funds 
and further foreign bond sales in this country 
should be officially and unofficially discouraged. 


The German gov>rnment’s demand for specifi- 
cations is, indeed, rather more reassuring than 
the reports and cha-res spread in the press. The 
latest is of the discovery of a devastating gas 
which will be used t-y the Germans in enormous 
quantities in the coring war of revenge. German 
industries, it is said, are already mobilized for war 
production and new industries are springing up to 
manufacture novel war material with which to 
overwhelm the enemy. A secret organization of 
-all German youth to be mobilized, fully equipped 
and trained, is another alarming detail. 

But obviously these are matters of too large a 
scale to be hid, and if they exist at_all proof of 
them should be set before the vrorid. as the Ger- 
man government has asked it to be. 


THE BRITISH FAMILY. 


The British foreign office is disappointed be- 
cause the dominions have expressed their indiffer- 
ence to the proposed tmperia)] conference to dis- 
cuss the Geneva pr tocol for peace and disarma- 
ment. Canada, Australia, and South Africa have 
replied that the matier is one which their parlia- 
mengs can consider without sending their pre- 
miers to London. The dominions are heading 
toward sovereignty in treaty making and inter- 
national relations. 

The British formula now is that the dominions 
are in the commonwealth by their own consent 
and will remain thee only by their own consent. 
If one wants to deyart from the family the door 
is open, in theory ct least. It is probably the 
only workable theory It is not likely that Great 
Britain would' send another army to South Africa 
or one to Australia or Canada. 

In the empire each dominion is as strong as 
the empire.

HOSPITAL EVOLUTION. 
R. W. R. WARNER, who died re- 
cently, was secretary of the 
American Hospital association and 
editor of the Modern Hospital. 
He had spent his life in building up hos- 
pital facilities. When he was born, 
Scarcely more than fifty years ago, there 
were but few hcspitals, and those were 
confined to the great cities. Now hos- 
pitals are everywhere. In a few years, 
if the construction of good roads con- 
tinues, it will be the policy to build hos- 
pitals in the country, away from the 
noise and smoke and amidst trees and 

grass and sunshine and on cheap land. 


The hospital facilities not only abound 
now, but they are of high grade. Fifty 
yeare ago hospitals were feared by the 
people. Now -they are regarded with 
affection and esteem. No man contrib- 
uted more to this evolution or revolution, 
whichever one chooses to call it, than 
did Dr. Warner. 


a 

In 1923 the Modern Hospital put out 
& report on the hospital situation then 
end that of fifty years before. The num- 
ber of hospitals had increased from 143 
to 6,762. The number of hospital beds 
from 35,453 to 770,375. If to this there 
be added the beds in homes for children, 
eged, deaf and blind, and county asylums 
and almshouses, the total number of in- 
stitutions was 8,663 and of beds, 1,015,635. 
Washington, D. C., had one hospital bed 
for treatment of an acute case for each 
seventy-four inhabitants. At the other 
end of the line was South Carolina, with 
one bed for each 605 inhabitants. The 
ether states came in between. The 
largest number of beds were for general 


hospital service—364,202. Next came beds 


for mental and nervous cases—290,747; 
then tuberculosis, 58,193; cancer prought 
up the end with 887 allotted beds. 
While the large cities are best supplied 
with hospitals, 49 per cent of all the in- 
stitutions were located in rural districts 
and cities of less than 10,000 population. 
This report estimates that the present 
hospital facilities are less than 70 per 
cent of the urgently needed requirements 
of the country.

A somewhat different opinion of the 
hospital needs of Greater New York is 
found in a report on “ The Hospital Sit- 
uation in Greater New Ycrk,”’ prepared 
by Dr. Lewinski Corwin. He reports that 
Greater New York has about all the hos- 
pital beds they need, and the only in- 
crease called for is one that keeps pace 
with the increase jn population. 
ever, Dr. Corwin finds the supply of

hospitals is not properly adjusted to the 
needs. The hospitals for nervous and 


mental ca3zes are overcrowded. Their 


beds are working at 130 per cent of ca- 
pacity. Some hospitals in other groups 
are working their beds at 100 per cent 
capacity. The number of beds for tuber- 
culosis is just about adequate. Without 
any more building the number of such 
beds should be more ‘than adequate ten 
years froin now since the disease is de- 
clining. The number of beds for mater- 
nity cases is adequate. 

The hospital bed capacity of a well 
planned institution should work at 90 per 
cent capacity except as to euch hospitals 
as those for contagicus disease. On this 
basis a better use of hospital beds wouid 
release, for other purposes than those 
now served, beds equal to five times the 
number in a large hospital 

While New York City may not need 
more hospital beds, they need a better 
distributed uve of those they have.

Official National league 1924 fielding 
averages, made public this morning, 
speak well for the trading skill of 
William Veeck, presdent of the Cubs. 
Two of the athletes he snared in the 
recent swap with the Pirates led in
